Probably the first thing that was taken up was a proposal from Mrse 
Gladys Weiler of Nebraska, She wanted to change the name of our Asso~= 
ciation. A chorus of voices rang out "NO" from the floor.-- and then 
geeing that this was the decision , Niedfelt moved that the resolution 
be tabled, and this was done and we were on to new businesse 


About this time our resolutions from Washington Vancouver Convention

These resolutions were read, and were discussed on the floor, and 
certain eriticisms developed.

year that what these ro. sals mnt were that only a few would meet 
once in 3 years and run the Organization with Little or no democr2cyVe 
The second objection was that not being ReSoelutions and really being 
Ammendments to the Constitution, there was no thorough study made, 

and no co-ordinated place indic ated where changes were to be made in 
the constitution. Your delegcte tren fought to get a Committee appoint- 
ed to make the required references avi changes am bring back onto 

the floor the proposals re-written and in an acceptable form. They 
were then refered to a Committee of Arnie Glavind, and Mr. Samuel 
Dahlgren and were re-introduced the next daye 


The second resolution that no member can hold office who derives -* 
most of his income from other than Massage work was changed to read 
"Devote most of his time to other than Massage work". and it seemed 
for a time that this resolution would ass and most everyone seemed 
“to agree, however Mrs Gladys Weiler from Nebraska wag out to see that 
none of our resolutions passed, seemingly because her proposition to 
change the name of the organization was tabled by yours truly. Te) 
Mrs. Weiler said that we “DON'T WED OUR CONSTITUTION CLUTTERED UP 
{ITH AMMENDMENTS"---We already have 4 provision quoting Art 2 on ng 
9 of the By-laws showing that these salesmen should not even be meme

Your deledgate worked hard to get your proposal enacted but failed to 
get them passed.

The practice of advertising and answering your professional 
oalls by phone number, instead of using your own name, or that of 
your office, if you have one, is to be frowned upon, by your own 
profession, the medical profession, and the public in general. 

You have a name, and you should select a good professional 
name for your office, and your profession, and be proud of then. [f 
you do not have an office, and are receiving patients in your home, or 
if you are making house calls entirely, do not advertise in your local 
paper just the word "MASSAGE", and your phone number. Be proud of 
your name ind your profession, say who you are, what you are, and 7 
where you are. Whether you practice in your home, or go to the patients 
home. When your phone rings, do not just lift the receiver and give the 
phone number. It will sound much better to say9 "Scientific Swedish 
Massage, Miss Jones speaking" or "This is Miss Jones, Massuse, speaking" 
or 2a Similar statement. 

If you have an office, select a good professional name, giving 
your nome, following the name of your office, if there should be more 
than one technician practicing in the same office, If hhere is only 
one in an office, I think giving the name then would be immateriale 

The reason for this proceedure is this, so many unethical, 
illegitimate operators (I call this type Operators) in the past, have 
used our very fine profession, as a front for other purposes than 
Scicntific Swedish Massage. Just about ninety nine percent of such 
Operators will advertise in a paper that will accept such advertising, 
using the onc word “MASSAGE”, and a phone number. I saw an advertise- 


/ment in . Los Angeles that said “Scrubs & Rubs, and a phone number " 


Such advettising methods will invaribly lead to troyble for the ine 
nocont practitioner, and in the end, will lead to double trouble for
